PllOVINCIAL COURT. 

Cnpt. Haddern Charged with Assaulting the 
Late Itetiry Uoore— Case Adjourned 
Until To-Duy. 

(Heforo Judge Harrison.) 
A sitting of the provincial court was 
held yostordiiy morning, in the superin- 
tendent of police's oUicu, when Qapt. W. 
iMuddefn was charged by Wni. Moore 
with assaulting bis son, tiio lato Henry 
Mooro, on Nov. oOtli, 1885, on board the 
steamer Teaser, in the liarbor of Tongas. 

Judge Harrison said tliu information 
stated that the iissault took placo two 
years ago in an Americun harbor, and it 
would be necessary to prove surrounding 
circumstances before the case could be 
proceeded with. 

Mr. V. Walker, who appeared for the 
l)rosecution, stated that Henry Moore 
was assaulted in Tongas harbor and struck 
by defonilant; Monro whs on his way to 
proaccuto Maddeni when ho <va8 murder- 
ed by Indians; Maddorn and others 
were employed by J. H. Turner 
and others and were attemptiugv to 
seize the Teaser, when the , aB^iilt 
was •committed on tho alleged owner, 
Henry Mooro. 

Mr. Gamiaway appeared on behalf of 
the defoiidniit and claimed that the al- 
leged assault was enacted in a foreign 
harbor, over which tlio provincial court 
of British Columbia Jias no jurisdiction, 
rho assault was not committed on the 
high aeaa, and in his opinion the prosecu- 
tion might have alleged that the assault 
took place in Chicago or any other town 
in the United States. 

JudgM Harriaoii iiiforined both sides 
that there is another case bofoie the 
courts which would take all this in, and it 
would be better for the prusecutioii to 
take the best case. 

The first witness called was John Mc- 
Rao, wiio deposed as foUowa: 1 ;mi em- 
ployed on the steumor Amelia; Tumor, 
Beeton & Co. are agents for the steamer; 
I know Capt. Moddern and know Honry 
Moore; witness was employed on steapior 
Teaser; wont north during the year 1885; 
ontered Tongas and saw defonaant there 
on the shore; also saw him on ttio steamer 
Tenser; saw no blows struck; heard a con- 
versation between Maddorn and Mooro; 
defendant had a revolver and Henry 
Mooro had a riflu in his hand; Captain 
Maddi rn hit witness,on the nose with a re- 
volver; witness said he ma drinking for 
some time and could not remember what 
le signed, although the signature was his; 
roiiiember being asked to go to 
Mr. Moore's liuuse; did not go; 
later in tho day met lieriiard Mooro and 
we went to Jlr. iShotbtdt's and witness 
signed a paper ; don't remember the 
paper being read over; Bernard Mooro 
produced tho paper ; tho Teaser was 
boarded by an armed band consisting of 
tivn Indians mid live wlii'e iiioii whilst 
witness was on shore ; when Henry 
Moore came on board I think ho askud 
Cuthburt for his authority for boarding 
the steamer ; don't remember Moore 
rdering Outhburt and hie nlen ashore; 
Cuthburt said they caiiie to'take the boat; 
Henry Mooro answered that^ they could 
not take tiio steiimer; saw no violence 
used; don't romonibor trying to assist 
Mooro; witness was slruck, on the deck; 
remember the collector of customs 
at Tonjfas coming aboard but cannot 
rncnlleot that ho told Cuthburt not td 
raise tho anchor or commit any nets in 
that port; don't remember whether Mad- 
dorn and others tlourisiied tbuir wea[)on8; 
remember being struck twice in the face 
by Maddorn; he struck me with n pistol; 
oannot rumembor what be said; Moore 
looked sick and faint and tho stump of 
his arm was bleeding; ITonry Mooro wont 
ashore; don't remember where he wont; 
tho men tlson took the steamer away 
against tho will of l leiiiy Mooro. 

Cross-oxaiiiiiiod by Mr. Gannaway; — 1 
was not sober when tho paper produced 
was signed; have been under tho intlueiico 
of liipKjr for sovoial days; did not in- 
struct anyone to draw up the paper; if I 
understood tho purport of tho paper 1 
would not have sworn to it. lieriiard 
Moore brought the paper to wiLiieas. The 
vessel cleared from Victoria for Roche 
Harbor and frnm tliunco to Tongas. 
Heard on board that tliu vohhoI elearod 
for Potropouloski; Henry Mooro said he 
was running away with tho vessel. Don't 
know what interest Turner, Buoton it Co. 
bad in tho boat; she was roj^istered in 
Honry Moure's name. 

Capt. Mooro hero mado a stutemont 
and said what be had dono w.-is only in 
justice to his dead son. Turner, Beeton 
& Co. aiid Theodore Davio doaired to 
drive him and his family out of tho coun- 
try, and if tho truth was known, Turner, 
Beeton & Co, owed the late Henry Moore 
monoy. ''There is » conspiracy afloat," 
said tlio captain, "and when tlie civil suit. 



which ia now ponding, is settled, the 
public will see then who is blainnblo." 

The court then adjourned at 12 o'clock 
until 4 o'clock p. m.

Mr. VValkor S4iid^tho way he had boon 
instraet;9(p['niMlS?ti^^ think that the case 
ivas of a more serious nature than it now 
appeared to be.

The toachera iiioiitiily reports were re- 
ceived, giving tho total attendance aa 
9(>7. U5, a slight increase over last month 
being an average to each teacher of 46 
pupils. 

The secretary was authorized to adver- 
tise for apjdications for teachers for the 

high and jniblic scIiooIb of tho city for the 
coming scholastic year; applications to 
lie sent to the aecret;iry tm or before Otli 
Aliiy. 

The chairman introduced tho subject of 
clause 10 of tho school act just passed by 
Che legislature. -Be claimed that the 
lioard had not recommended a change of 
so gravo a nature. What had been sug- 
gested was that tho city contribute to- 
ward tho incidental expenaes of the 
school. Tiie claim put forth that the 
lioard had suggested the principle of tux- 
ig the city to the extent of the act was 
unfair."' 

Trustee Milne said that the resolution 
brought before tho school board 
was to tho effect that the city bo 
1,'ivon authority to suiipleinaiit tho 
iinount contributed by tho govenment for 
incidental expenses and nut for the pur- 
pose of aiding in the payment of teachers' 
salaries.'. It was never intended that 
special taxation, as provided by the act, 
should be instituted. 

Trustee Hoisteriiian cnutended that tlio 
government bad taken undue ndvaiilHgo 
of the proposition mado by tho board. 

Trustee Walker also censured the gov- 
ernment for their action in taxing the 
ities for sqhool purposes. 

The board then adjourned.

A party of men 
entered into an agreement, nearly a year 
ago, to murder those Chinese miners for 
the gold dust which it was thought they 
poaaeaaod; and the men agreed that if any 
of the party divulged tho plot the rest 
should kill him, Hughes did not like Iho 
idea of coimnittiiig the deed and would 
have no hand in •nailer, but at this time 
ho was stopping with tho parties who 
committed the deed. A short time after 
that all the men but Hughe% went down 
to the Chinese camp and opened fire on 
tho Chinaiuon, killing lliein all, ten in 
iiuiiiber, and tlion put the bodies of all, 
except two, into tho boat which tho 
Cliiiiaineu had and scuttleil it. Thoy 
then secured all the monoy and gold dust 
they could tind, amounting tu between 
$1,000 and $5,000, which was given to 
ty'an field to sell for coin, and after ho got 
pos.se.ssioii of it he left the counlry aiot 
the rest of the party got nothing. Tlu; 
grand jury took hold of the matter, but it 
is not known just what thoy did, but 
Vaughan has mado a confessi(jn in accord 
with the above. All these jiarties have 
left tho country, except Vaughan and 
llugges. On Wednesdfty evening llugbos 
was arrested and taken to jail. Wliat will 
bo dono with Vaughan is not known, but 
as ho has turned state's ovideiioe it ia 
thought he will be held as a witness 
againat the othore.

Ho had jilacod two iiicoos of 
cardboard, on one of winch was |)riiitod 
in largo letters flio word "food," tho 
other being blank, on two saucois. In 
one of the saucers was food, and tho card 
. :»*ith.itlie "wdrd.iipon. it. In tho other, 
the blank card and no food. In about 
ten days the dog began to distinguish tho 
card with tlio loiters from (lie plani card, 
and woidd go at oneo (o tlio printed one. 
The lecturer thou rol.atod in some detail 
his successful efforts in inducing the dog 
to bring him tho proper card when ho 
wanted food, in teaching him to know 
other cards containing tho words "out," 
"tea," "bone, " "water." On bringing 
the card marked ■ out ' he would rush 
to tho door. Tho cards were not put ii-, 
tho samo places, but in different posi- 
tions; and in order that the dog migh*: 
not bo guided by scent, other curds with 
..the same markings were used.

Ho had found, at tlie cud of three 
months' expcriuienl.--. tliat lie could ii; t 
get tho dog to reali -i' tlio (li.O'oronco of 
colors, aiul it was ja^jt pos.^ible that th.' 
dog miglit bo color blind. Ho had also 
failed to get the dog to distinguish 
among ono, two, three, or foiw broad 
bands upon tho cards. In order to 
nscorlaiii if Ijccs wore Kui^iblo to Bounds, 
he liad placed sonin lioney on a musical 
\xtx on liis lawn. Tho box played for 
ten days without utoppiug, and then he 
removed it to a window sill on tho first 
floor of his house. Kot a b^ ;ame to it. 
H" :agdia placed it on the lawn, and they 
ngajn -tefurred to tho hoaoy. Ho next 
brought it'irito tl;o dniwing roojii on tho 
ground iloor. aboui; ti u yards frrin i;.s 
former iwsition, Iv.it thoy did not i'ullow;
